The Project will consist of:

1. Cold milling to remove an 1%2" and variable depth at the BOP (0+00) & EOP (432+96),
the intersections with concrete isands & concrete curb, and the “patch areas’ prior to
leveling. Asphalt operations shall commence within 48 hours of the completion of the
first days milling operation.

2. Perform preleveling operations of 37’ and variable Hot Mix Asphalt, MT, 95 MM
